of the Peters Trust Co., which 
closed its doors today, attempted 
to kill himself this afternoon by 
throwing himself beneath a moving

Peters was taken to a hospital, 
where it was sald hie condition was 
serious. ; 

Peters, who is 40 years old, made 
at least one other attempt to take 
his life during the day. He tried 
to throw himself’ under the wheels 
of a truck backing into a loading 
dock. -R. A. Randazzo, driver of 
the truck, stopped in time and 
pulled Peters from underneath the 
machine. 

Afterward Peters walked a short 
distance and threw himself under 
a heavy transfer truck driven by 
Harry Coe. Coe said Peters ran 
from between tw@ Cars and threw 
himself under the front wheels be- 
fore he could stop. The front 
wheels passed over his body. 

Liquidation of assets of the Pe- 
ters Trust Co., one of the largest in 
Nebraska, was ordered today by 
the District Court, on petition of 
the State Department of Trade and 
Commerce, and at the request of 
the company.

No loss: was expected except to 
stockholders of the company, the 
announcement said. With a capi- 
tal stock of $600,000, more than 
$300,000 ha dbeen advanced for 
interest, taxes and mortgage pay- 
ments by the company for its in- 
vestors, officers said. 

Howard Kennedy is trust officer 
of the company, for. estates, 
escrows and other trusts amount- 
ing to over $12,000,000. He will 
continue in that capacity. 

“Action taken today,” said Paul 
Martin, attorney for the company, 
“marks termination of the situa- 
tion which developed as a result 
of the general agricultural deflata- 
tion of 4920."

Last of ‘Series of Confer- 
ences Held on Economic 
Expansion—Hyde Takes 
Part. 

BUSINESS MEN

WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—With 
a meeting of agricultural leaders, 
President Hoover today reached 
the end of the series of conferences 
through which he has undertaken 
t stimulate industrial activity and 
stabilize business conditions. 

To supplement his recent dis- 
cussions with spokesmen for the 
manufacturing, railroad, banking, 
building and labor fields, the chief 
executive summoned to the White 
House officers of the leading farm 
organizations for consideration of 
what the agricultural industry can 
contribute to the program that he 
has mapped out, 

As with previous conferences, 
Mr. Hoover called in the secretary 
of the department most interested, 
in this case Secretary Hyde; and in 
addition invited Chairman Legge 
of the Federal Farm Board to be 


present. 
To Stimulate Exports. 

Of ri sive significance to to- 
day’s gathering was a discussion of 
plans for increasing agricultural! 
exports, a project to which Mr. 
Hoover has given much attention. 

In making the first announce- 
ment of his plans, the President 
placed the desirability ot expanded 
foreign trade in farm products be- 


Before egitee | the ay 
heads of the farm organizations 
were in conference during the fore- 
noon with Secretary Hyde at the 
Department of Agriculture. The 
Secretary was able to outline many 
of the details of the situation to the 
farm leaders with particular atten- 
tion to export possibilities as a 
means of disposing of the surplus 
crops. 

Among .those. who came here in 
response to. the President's invita- 
tion were Louis J. Taber of the 
National Grange; C. F. Huff of the 
Farmers’ Union, and Samuel H. 
Thompson of the Farm Bureau 
Federation. 

Governors Pledge Aid. 

In reply to the President’s re- 
quest for co-operation to promote 
business progress and prevent un- 
employment, an enormous pro- 
gram of public works was outlined 
to President Hoover today by the 
Governors of a number of states 
in telegrams received at the White 
House. 

Upon reaching his office in the 
early forenoon Mr. Hoover found 
waiting for him messages received 
over the week-end from the Gov- 
ernors of 17 states. Others came in 
during the day. 

Most of them gave specific fig- 
ures as to the cost of various kinds 
of public works which have been 
contracted for or which will be un- 
dertaken by states, municipalities 
and counties during the next six 
months. All promised hearty co- 
operation in the move to speed up 
and expand the programs so far as 
may be done th prudence. 

Chairman Dowell of the House 
Roads Committee announced today 
he would seek an increase from 
$75,000,000 to -$125.000.000 in the 
annua! authorization for Federal 
highway aid for the fiscal ro, 
1931 and 1932 in response to 
general movement over the ‘cai 
try for expansion of road building 
programs. 

Between 150 and 200 prominent 
business men, representing many 
phases of industrial and cofmmer- 
cial enterprise, are to attend a 
meeting Dec. 5 under the auspices 
of the United States Chamber c* 
Commerce for the purpose of form- 
ing a permanent committee to see 
that the economic life of the nation 
is kept even atall times. 


The establishment of such a body 
was recommended by the group of 
industrial leaders which met Mr. 
Hoover last week and was under- 
taken by Julius Barnes, chairman 
of the board of directors of the 
Shamber. 

In the letter of Invitation to the 
Dec.. 5 meeting, Barnes disclosed 
that President Hoover will open 
the session with an informal ad- 
dress discussing the purposes of his 
business p program and ac- 
quainting th present with the 
accompli:.aments of his campaign 
for economic stabilization. 

The ietter, signed by Barnes and 
William Butterworth, president of 
the Chamber,. was prepared for 
f| transmittal today. It asserted that

Seeks to Take Over Anglo-Ameri- 
can Oil Co. Ltd., Through an 
Exchange of Stock. 

NEW. YORK, Nov. 25.—The 
Standard Oil Co. of New Jersey has 
made an offer to acquire the Anglo- 
American Oil Co., Ltd., a leading 
distributor of petroleum products 
in England, through an exchange 
of stock, it was announced today. 

Standard offers to exchange one 
share of $5 nonvoting preferred 
stock of the Standard Oil Export 
Corporation, a subsidiary, for each 
five and five-ninth shares of An- 
glo-American ordinary stock. The 
offer has been approved by Anglo- 
American directors, « 

The offer will be held open un- 
til Jan, 31, 1930, and is subject to 
acceptance by not less than two- 
thirds of Anglo-American stock- 
holders. In case more than half 
approve, the offer will be further 
extended to Feb. 28. The exchange 
basis gives the Anglo-American 
shares a value of about $18. They 
have ranged betwéen $14 and $18 
a share on the New York Curb 
Exchange this year.. There are 
outstanding 4,192,635 shares of a 
par value of 1 pound each.

MOUCHAMPS, VENDEE, France, 

Nov. 25.—Georges. Clemenceau, 

wartime Premier of France; was 


buried shortly after noon today, as 
he had wished, without pomp or 
ceremony. 

The body of the 88-year-old 
“Father of Victory” was placed 
beside that of his father in a little 
plot in Colombier just outside his 
native Venedean village. Only 
members of the family and about 
20 of his most intimate friends 
were present, gendarmes keeping 
villagers gnd other spectators at a 
distance. 

Although the former Premier's 
closest friends had announced he 
would be buried standing upright, 
the family decided at the. last mo- 
ment that the grave should be dug 
as usual because ‘solid rock crops 
out at the burial place to within 
a yard of the surface. 

Rain, which had been persistent 
all morning, ceased as the little 
cortege entered the burial place, 
but the sky remained gray and 
misty. 

While a 101-gun salute boomed 
out in Paris in memory of the 
former Premier, his body was car- 
ried without pomp or parade and 
unblessed and unsung was laid 
away shortly after noon in the 
‘most humble of circumstances. 
The seclusion and remoteness of 
the spot he had chosen was accen- 
tuated today when his body was 
taken there in a simple motor 
hearst followed by a few mourners 
who had been specially invited. A 
steady rainfall had deepened the 
mud and access to the place wag 
difficult. 

In Historic Region. 

The spot where the former Pre- 
mier lies is in the center of the re- 
gion where the Chouans made a 
last stand for royalty against the 
Patbgsar se D and although he ditf-:

"buried in the Vendee which he had 
loved so well. 

No man of equal eminence in 
France was ever able to impose his 
will so-completely after death. The 
ceremony was carried out exactly 
as he had demanded, ,and every- 
body in Mouchamps helped to car- 
ry out his wishes .or simplicity and 
no lisrlay. 

Workmen labored all night pre- 
paring the tomb, excavation fof 
which had been made yesterday by 
Clemenceau’s chauffeur. 

The Clemenceau property slopes 
sharply down to a little stream 
with a group of trees and high 
hedges cutting off the view in all 
directions, . Along the sides of the 
slopes pines have been ‘planted. 
There also is one cedar tree. Else- 
where there are beeches with their 
yellowing leaves falling. 

Sculptured Shaft Near By. 

The spot is lonely and isolated 
from any signs of civilization, ex- 
cept a sculptured shaft by the 
artist, Francois Sicard, who yes- 
terjay made a death mask of 
Clemenceau. This shaft represents 
Minerva leaning on*a lance. Back 
of the monument are the two 
graves, the father’s with the tomb- 
stone weatherbeaten, worn, and 
ivy-gripped, surrounded by & 
simple iron railing. 

No Rites at Grave, 

At an early hovr, peasants from 
the surrounding fegion gathered to 
watch the procession in the town, 
but were informed there was to be 
no procession, 

Then the town. crier heat his 
drum and warned the peopie that 
they were not to set foot on the 
where the 
little family plot of the Clemen 
ceaus Is. : 

The body was escorted hy the 
family, Deputy Georges Mandel, 
Pietri, the concierge of Clemen- 
ceau’s apartment in the Rue 
Franklin, and a few invited guests, 
who arrived at the farm shortly 
after noon from Paris. 

Four sturdy men who worked on 

the farm carried the coffin from 
the hearse and lowered it into the 
grave, while the mourners stood 
with bared heads. 
’ Except for a few exchanges of | 
comment, this was the entire cere- 
mony, and it was over in 20 min- 
utes. 

There was not a flower, not a 
salute, not a word of religious rite. 
A few women of the farm crossed 
themselves while the body was be- 
ing carried into the plot. 

The peasants of the Colombier 
estate were allowed to approach 
and pay silent homage before the 
tiger was buried.

LAID TO DEFECTS 
IN CONSTRUCTION 


Persons at Washington 
Field Say Pilot, Who Had 
Set Records, Lost Control 


of Ship. 


By the Associated Press. 

, WASHINGTON, Nov. 25.—Lieut. 
George T. Cuddihy, one of the 
Navy’s experienced pilots, was 
killed today when the British Bris- 
tol Bulidog airplane he w test- 
ing crashed in a dive from a 10,- 
000-foot altitude and buried itseif 
so far in the earth that only the 
feet of its pilot were visible above 
the ground. 

The crash occurred at 9:53 a. 
m. Cuddihy had taken the plane 
aloft to test it. The ship, an all- 
metal singie-seated biplane, had 
been delivered to the Navy only 
last week. It was constructed to 
make 180 miles an hour, with full 
military load, and is of the class 
of latest fighting ships used by 
the British air forces, 

Lost Control at 6000 Peet. 

Visibility was none too ‘good 
when \the veteran Navy pilot took 
the craft aloft. Persons at the air 
station estimated he lost control 
at an altitude of 6000 feet. 

Officers at the naval air station 


said that as the plane careened |

They were unable to say just what 
part had snapped under the strain. 
but said an investigation would be 
started at once. As the ship rushed 
nearer the earth, they added, its 
speed could be seen to increase in 
ever larger spiralis. 
Burtes Itself 10 Feet. . 

The ship crashed in a low part 
of the field rendered soft by recent 
snow. Through this the engine 
plowed, throwing turf and dirt in 
ail directions. It buried itself to a 
depth of 10 feet, cutting a hole 
large enough to carry much of the 
stritectural part with it. 

Water from the soggy field filled 
the hole immediately, hampering 
the work of reaching the Lieuten- 
ant’s body. 

Air station officers said Cuddihy 
specifically was testing the plane’s. 
diving speed. He had reached an 
estimated elevation of two miles 
before entering the dive, and when 
he attempted to draw out of the 
dive, they said, the ship tore down- 
ward nose first at terrific speed. 

The Navy Department said later 
that structural failure was thought 
to have been responsibie. 

It téok navy enlisted men es 
hour and a half to extricate the 
body of the pilot from beneath the 
engine and mass ef twisted wreck- 
age in the hole. A power pump 
had to be used to clear water from 
the hole as the blue jackets, dug. 

Parachute Strapped to Back. 

Cuddihy’s parachute was found 
strapped to his back, the release 
string apparentiy untouched. Fiy- 
ing officers were perplexed over 
this, being unable to advance any 
reason why he had not attempted 
to jump, except that he might not 
have realized the ship was out of 
control until too late. The dive 
was deliberate for the purpose of 
the test afid apparently there had 
been ample time for use of the 
parachute. 

Cuddihy was one of the navy’s 
racing pilots. He was born at 
Alto, Mich.,.in 1896. His mother 
Mrs. A. K. Cuddihy, lives at Grand 
Rapids, Mich. 

Set Seaplane Record. 

In 1924, Cuddihy established a 
world record for seaplane speed 
-at 188 miles an hour and the fol- 
lowing year piloted @ navy plane 
in the Schneider cup race. 

He graduated from the naval 
academy in 1917. serving unt 1921

Stricken With Heart Attack 
When He and Wife Reach 
Driveway of Beverly 
Hills, Cal. , Home.

ture actor, died here suddenly, early 
today from a heart attack. 

He and his wife were returning 
to their Beverly Hills home after a 
short automobile trip. When they 
reached the driveway ta their 
home, Hitchcock gasped and fell 
on. his wife’s shoulder, He died 
almost immediately. 

Hitchcock, who came to Holly- 
wood several years ago to enter 
motion pictures, had been subject 
to heart attacks for several years, 


friends said. 

Born in Auburn, N. Y., Oct. 22, 
1865, Hitchcock made his first 
gtage appearance in 1890. After 
appearing in minor roles in many 
New York comedies, he achieved 
success in “Kiifg Dodo,” a fan- 
tastic musical play, in which he 
held the title role for two years. 

His first real starting vehicle 
was as Abijah Booze in “The Yan- 
kee Consul,” in which he toured 
the country after a prolonged run 
in the Broadway Theater, New 
York. 

Onvwe of his most outstanding suc- 
cesses was scored in “Hitchy Koo,” 
produced at the Cohan & Harris 
Theater in New York tn 1917. 

Mra, Hitchcock said her husband 
had been il] for seven months, He 
spent some time in Chicago, then 
moved to Colorado Springs, Coio.. 
and also made a nine-week stay 
in Kansas City, undergoing treat- 
ment for influenza. He returned 
to Beverly Hille about three weeks 
ago. 

Fired Five Times as Shoe Salesman

BARTENDER GETS 11 MONTHS, 


$500 FINE, UNDER JONES LAW 


Ben Bell Third to Plead Guilty of 
25 Indicted Recently. 

Ben Bell, bartender in a saloon 
on the second floor of the Commer- 
cial Building, Sixth and Olive, and 
the third man to plead guilty of 25 
indicted for liquor violations under 
the Jones law by the Federal grand 
jury, was sentenced to 11 months in 
the jail at Mexico, Mo., and fined 
$500 by Federal Judge Faris today 

Thus far, 27 persons have been 
indicted by two Federal grand 
juries on counts under the Jones 
amendment to the Volstead act. 
The first Federal grand jury whose 
duty it was to apply Jones law pro- 
visions to alleged violators, turned 
in six indictments and then, per- 
turbed, asked the District Attorney 
to present no more liquor cases 
Following its discharge, the pres- 
ent, Federal grand jury turned in 
21 indictments, naming 25 per- 
sons. 

The law, providing maximum 
punishment of five years in jail 
and fine of $10,000, is subject to 
discretionary application by judges.

WAR ON THE CRIMINAL. 

Three men were tried in the loca] courts last week 
under the habitual criminal law, found guilty and 
sentenced to life imprisonment. Two of them had 
never been in the penitentiary, and it has re 
marked that this is the first time that offenders 


witheut prison records have been prvusecuted under 
this law. There can be no question. however. that 
all three were professional criminals and no question, 
therefore. as to the justice of the verdict. 

Chief of Police Gerk has congratulated the Circuit 
Attorney on the successful prosecution of these cases. 
He observes that, with a few more convictions of this | 
sort, crime will be reduced to a minimum in St. | 
Louis. 

The city joins with the Chief of Police in con- 
gratulating the Circuit Attormey.

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CLEMENCEAU. 
On the occasion of his visit to St. Louis we said, 
on Dec. 1, 1922: 


To be sure, he is called The Tiger, and when 
destiny demanded a fighter te the death he did 
incarnate the ferocity of determination and grim 
will to win which no reverse could discourage 
and no disaster weaken. And when his political 
career is lightly reviewed and we see the minis 
tries he has smashed, the Premiers and Presi- 
dents he has installed and removed, the impres- 
sion is that of a wrecker creating largely for the 
joy of destroying. 

Nothing could be further from the truth. If 
we see in Clemenceau the duelist of Deroylade’'s 
‘description, whoge sword and pistol and tongue 
had cowed all others imto silence, we also see 
the youth who shouted “Vive la Republique!” in 
the streets of momarchical Paris and gayly went 
to a Napoleonic jail Before that the royalict 
peasants of his beloved Vendee had attacked 
the young radical with pitchforks. It was a re 
markable thesis on the generation of anatomic 
elements for which the young doctor of medicine 
received his degree in 1365, but it was significant 
and propheti¢ that that thesis was dedicated to 
John Stuart Mill. Gambetta was the showy fig- 
ure after the fall of the Serond Empire, but no 
man contributed more to the erection of the Re- 
public on the debris of the monarchy and squalor 
and horror of the commune thah did Clemenceau. 
No one preached clemency to the communards so 
eloquently as did the young Mayor of Mont- 
martre and the doctor who prescribed for the 
poor of Paris without fees. The speech in be 
half cf Blanqui, veteran anarchist and tireless 
direct-actionist, is typical of Clemenceau’s phil- 
esophy. 

It is from his philosophy as rerealed im his 
Writings, in his political activities, in the causes 
he has espoused, in the policies he has epposed— 
it is from this measure of the man that St. Louis 
welcomes as its guest the first citizen of France. 
After almost a century of strife the first citizen of 

France is at rest.

The volume is de- 
signed to assist the reader in gain- 
ing such a knowledge of the back- 
ground and nature of the Bible as 
shall answer the outstanding ques- 
tions which suggést themselves re- 
garding it. 

The author takes issue with the 
tradition of tribal integrity “and 
facial purity of the Jews, contend- 
ing that the connection between the 
Hebrews of the Old Testament and 
the Jews of the .Roman and later 
Christian periods is of the most 
tenuous nature. 

The final chapter, “The Continu- 
ing Word,” is in the nature of an 
appendix, wherein the teacher 
turns preacher. It is an excellent 
sermon, but out of key with the 
purely instructive major portion of 
the book.—F. A. B.

McAdoo, former Secretary of the

MAKE A REAL PARTY. 


‘OF HOLIDAY SUPPER 


Simple Meal Makes tie Best 
Appeal and Satisfies the 
Palate. 


A simple holiday supper is very 
often a good type of informal en- 
tertaining for the daughter of high 
school age who wishes to gather 
together some of her friends for 
bridge wr dancing. 

After the hearty feast of the two 
or four o'clock dinner, a simple 
meal is best appreciated. It must, 
however, be attractively served 
and have some points of original- 


ity to give it a “party air.” 

In the menus for this week tur- 
key club sandwiches are suggested 
for the Thanksgiving supper. These 
may be used even if the meal is 
a company one and punch or het 
or iced chocolate added to the 
menu with a fruit icé and small 
cakes for dessert. 

Club sandwiches are always pop- 
ular and are a specially good form 
of food for this type of entertain- 
ing. Allow two slices of bread for 
each sandwich, with’ slices of cold 
turkey, crisp bacon, lettuce and 
sliced tomatoes for filling. 

The toast should be lightly but- 
tered and one slice placed on each 
plate. It is best if the plates are 
warmed a little. On the toast 
place first a lettuce leaf, spread 
lightly with mayonnaise. Then 
two slices of turkey, next two 
slices of. tomato, then the bacon. 
another lettuce leaf, more mayon- 
naise and the second slice of toast. 
Stick two toothpicks down through 
each sandwich to hold it together 
and cut diagonally into four 
pieces. 

For the fruit punch, mix togeth- 
er two cups of pineapple juice, one 
cup of grape juice, one cup of or- 
ange juice, the juice of two lem- 
ons. Dissolve one-half cup of su- 
gar in one cup of boiling water, 
cool and add to the fruit juice. 
with enough water to make two 
and one-half quarts in all. Gin- 
gerale may be used instead of wa- 
ter’if desired. Serve well iced with 
a garnish of thin slices of orange 
or strips of orange peel. 

Small cakes are best to serve and 
these may be either fancy wafers 
bought from the baker or small 
homemade cakes iced with varied 
colored icing. A water ice or a gel- 
atin charlotte makes the most fit- 
ting dessert. 

If a more elaborate menu is de- 
sired oyster patties are delicious 
and easily prepared. 

A salad made from cold turkey 
and diced celery in equal parts, 
with mayonnaise to moisten and a 
garnish of slices of cucumber and 
ripe olives may be served as a 
cold dish with hot biscuits or small 
finger rolls, hot coffee and any 
frozen dessert. 

The salad meal may be preced 
by a clear hot soup or a cream 0 
mushroom soup. 

For the plain family supper. 
where there are small children, it 
is best to give them perhaps a 
lettuce sandwich, some stewed 
fruit and a cup of hot cocoa. 

The same meal is planned for 
the grownups with a heartier 
sandwich filling. using tomatoes 
and bacon or cold turkey or a 
sardine paste with lettuce.

Getting Ready for Thanksgiv- 
ing Festivities Includes 
Thought and Work. 


The marketing for this week 
centers around the necessities for 
Thanksgiving day. Other meais, 
of course, have to be prepared, but 
the main interest of the household 
turns towards this ddy. ~ 

The Thankagiving menu that is 
planned for this week is largely 
made up of the oid-fashioned 
dishes, somewhat modified to meet 
the present day dietetic standards 
and housekeeping methods. 

Four courses are about as many 
as the average househeider pre- 
pares and they furnish the nutri- 
tive requirements in a full and sat- 
isfactcry manner. 

Some people talk of the glories 
of the old-fashioned Thanksgiving 
when 10 or 12 course dinners set 
the standard for a “good” table. 
Fortunately, those days are” past. 
and present day feasts can offer 
an equal amount of enjoyment in 
the gastronomic line.

In the menu planned choose be- 
tween fruit cup or oyster soup as 
the first course. 

Fruit cup has the first prefer- 
ence as it can be prepared the day 
before. needs no last minute watch- 
ing, and is a good appetizer for the 
rest of the meal. Alligator pears 
and diced oranges thoroughly 
chilled, sprinkled with lemon juice 
and served with a garnish of mint 
makes the fruit cup planned in the 
menu. 

If soup is preferred, then oyster 
bisque ig a good old - fashioned 


standby. 


Turkey, the market people say, 
will be pientiful and comparatively 
inexpensive in price. Most house- 
wives prefer to make it the main 
part of the dinner, though in small 
families, a roast of capon, chicken. 
duck or guinea hen may be more 
economically used. 

For the average Thanksgiving 
dinner about a 10-pound turkey is 
the best buy. Select one that is 
freshly killed, that is plump and 
young. Have it drawn and see that 
the liver, heart and gizzard are sent 
to you, as they are used in making 
the giblet gravy. . 

The turkey may be singed an 
stuffed the day before coeking, pro- 
viding it is kept in the ice box. 
Wash the turkey inside and out 
with cold water. Wipe dry and 
then stuff. Usually a well seasoned 
bread crum5D stuffing is preferred. 
Occasionally oysters, boiled chest- 
nuts or sausage meat is added for 
additional] flavoring or family tra- 
dition. 

For the bread crumb dressing 
for a 10-pound turkey, crumb two 
large loaves of bread that are sev- 
eral days old. Mix with one tabie- 


| spoon of salt. one-half teaspoon of 


pepper, one tablespoon of poultry 

ohe-half cup of melted 
butter, one small onion shopped 
fine, one well beaten egg and 
enough hot water to moisten. If 
chestnuts are liked add one cup of 
Italian or French chestnuts, peeled, 
chopped fine. The butter may be 
omitted and one-half pound of sau- 
sage meat worked inte the dress- 


ng. 

Stuff the turkey and tie firmly. 
When cooking allow about three 
hours for roasting a 10-pound 
turkey. Rub the outside with but- 
ter and flour mixed together— 
three tablespoons of flour te one 


| tablespoon of butter. 


Baste the turkey every half hour 
during cooking with the fat that 
in the pan. Roast in a hot oven 
for the first half heur and then re- 
duce the heat to finish cooking. 


Cold Slaw. 

Chop fime the cabbage for cold 
slaw, put in a bag. then in a pan 
of cold water. To make the dress- 
ing. mix two tablespoonsful of 
melted butter and two of flour: 
add % cupful of milk. Heat, atir- 
ring. to a boil: then take from fire

Fruit Cocktail. 

Use one-half pound grapes, six 
pears, one-half cup seeded raisins, 
one-fourth cup femon juice, one- 
half cup powdered sugar and one- 
hal¢ cup cold water. 

Mix the sugar, water and lemon 
juice. Seed the grapes and cut the 
pears into small dice. Mix the 
grapes, pears and raisins and pour 
over them the first mixture, Iet 
stand in the ice box until ready to 
serve. If the pears are very sweet, 
less sugar and more lemon juice 
will be required. 

Take one quart cranberries, two 
cups sugar and one quart water. 
Look over and wash the berries, 
mix with the sugar and. water and 
stir over the flame until the sugar 
is disolved. Cover closely and boil 
13 minutes. Pour into a large 
mold or in individual molds, if 
desired 

Stuffing for Turkey. 

Two quarts of bread crumbs 
taken from a stale loaf with a fork 
(do not use the crust). 

Add to the crumbs six table- 
spoons salt one-quarter teaspoon 
pepper. Then add one and one- 
half cups melted butter. The juice 
from the turkey will be sufficient 
to this stuffing.

Parboil the onions 10 minutes. 
Turn upside down to cool Re- 
move the centers and chop. Add 
buttered crumbs and seasonings. 
Fill the onions with the mixture, 
and bake 20 minutes. 

Red Apple Salad. 

Use six red apples, 12 ripe olives, 

one-half cup chopped wainut 
meats and one-fourth cup mayon- 
naise. 
Cut a half inch from the end of 
the apple. Carefully remove the 
inside, leaving a wall about one- 
fourth inch thick. 

Remove the core and cut the re- 
maining apple into small pieces 
Stone and cut fine the olives, add 
them to the apple, then the nuts. 

Mix with the mayonnaise, fill the 
apple shells and place a whole 
walnut on the top of each. Serve 
on lettuce. 

Cheese Straws. 

Take one pound butter, two- 
thirds cup flour. one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, few grains pepper. one 
cup grated cheese, oné cup fresh 
bread crumbs and two tablespoons 
milk. 

Miz the seasonings with the 
flour, add the butter and mix.

ODERN bronze should never 
M be washed. It should simply 
be dusted and wiped with a 
silk handkerchief. Occasionally a 
very little sweet oil ar vaseline may 
be rubbed over it after it is weli 
dusted. Then polish with a soft 
duster and finally with a chamois. 
Real old bronze should be kept 
well dusted and when it becomes 
really solled it should be washed 
with ammoniated water as quick- 
ly as possible, rinsed, then dried in 
heated boxwood dust. 
Another method for cleaning 
ronze is to make the article very 
it by immersing it in boiling wa- 
fer then rub well with a piece of 
annel dipped in soapsuds and rub 
a chamois.
